EDITORS' NOTE OF MEETING ON 28 APRIL, 7, 30pm, TOWN HALL 

NEW COUNCILLOR PC welcomed Ray Barlow, of Hempton, 

WINDMILL DEVELOPMENT Consultants were not represented at the meeting, as had been 
been expected. There will be an Extraordinary Meeting on 10 May, Town Hall, 7. 30pm, 
to hear and discuss consultants’ report. All parishioners are entitled to attend. 
Tenders for the work have been received, and the lowest is more than £100,000 over 
the PC budget of £312,000. Four or five possible sources of grants would be 
explored, and CDC would be asked to ease their planning requirements on 
landscaping. The Chairman said PC could “probably get back to the budget figure, 
only losing the multi-use playing court”. Meanwhile, there is nothing to stop the 
Bowling Green sod-cutting ceremony going ahead as planned. 

DOG FOULING PC to consult Dog Warden about positive steps to curb dog-fouling, 
such as: dogs to be kept on leads in village; warning signs to be posted; 
pooper-scoopers to be available. 

VILLAGE APPRAISAL PC voted 8-2 in favour of including the Village Appraisal in the 
Annual Parish Meeting on 19 May [PLEASE SEE PAGE 3; AND NOTE NEW DATE- EDS] 

LOW COST HOUSING The Clerk reported he would be reopening discussions with the 
agents for the Manor Farm site (now sold) in relation to the preferred low-cost 
housing site on the Hempton Road. 

ENVIRONMENTAL INITIATIVE Deddington Gardeners were asked to be responsible for new 
Shrubs and bulbs, as part of beautification scheme for the parish. CDC grant should 
cover nearly all the £3,650 estimated costs. 

SPORTS FIELD MAINTENANCE Only 2 out of 5 invitations to tender had been returned, 
and Designgro was awarded the contract. 

COAT OF ARMS Design and motto were agreed {SEE NEXT MONTH'S NEWS - EDS) 

TRAFFIC An order has been placed for the Deddington High Street traffic refuge. 
The Chapel Square priority scheme and the signs on the Clifton Road will go ahead. 
Tenders for the Hempton Footpath are due for return in May. For technical reasons, 
OCC were not willing to include the 2-local contractors on the tender list, but PC 
insist that they do, The Clifton Footpath project is marking time, until the way 
can be cleared by ploughing. 

INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS New proposals were agreed unanimously. 

£450,000 at 8 percent fixed for 2 years. £550,000 at 5 and eleven sixteenths 
percent until 28 May. £30,844 at 4.75 percent on 14 days notice. £4,668 at 

2 percent overnight. TOTAL £1,035,512, PC having spent £55,221 in 1992/3, 

CEMETERY To break even, charges must be approxmately doubled in most cases. 
ACCOUNTS passed for payment included about £7,000 fees to Woolerton Truscott, 
consultants on the Windmill project. 

CIVIL PROTECTION The government has decided that Community Advisers are no longer 
necessary, PC thanked James Marmion for his hard work in this capacity. 

TOWN HALL CHIMNEY will be made safe at a cost of £330. PC did not accept CDC advice 
on materials to be used. 

EARLS LANE .PC, asked to name the new road on the housing development, suggested 
BEECHES CLOSE. A preservation order has been placed on the Blue Atlantic Cedar. 
PLANNING 1. PC refused to reconsider last month's decision not to present the 
community's case at the public inquiry on 18 May into the proposed development on 
the additional site in Earls Lane. {CDC ARE AGAINST THE PROPOSAL. MANY IN THE 
COMMUNITY ARE AGAINST IT. PC ARE AGAINST IT - WHY NOT GET UP AND SAY SO? - EDS] 

2. The Crown and Tuns, New St, internal alterations including entrance screen and 
small rear extension to enlarge bar area (for Hook Norton Brewery Co) (Listed 
Building in Conservation Area). Accepted, provided the applicants make as many new 
parking spaces available as will be lost. 3. Deddington Health Centre, Earls Lane. 
Demolition of existing single storey building and construction of a stone-faced 

3 bedroomed cottage as per planning application agreed in 1987 (for H F O'Donnell) 
(Conservation Consent). PC wants more detail. 4. The Kings Arms, Horsefair. 
Demolition of kitchen - north. Erection of new kitchen/store and rear porch. 
Construction of ground floor dining room with 2 beds over. Internal alterations to 
form improved cellar/store and public wes. (Listed Building Conservation Area) (for 
Mr and Mrs Oddy). The Chairman declared an interest and left the meeting. Concern 
was expressed that visual changes should be minimised; that new construction should 
match the old in size and character; and that increased parking might be intrusive.

VILLAGE APPRAISAL 


What sort of future do the people of Deddington, Clifton and Hempton want? What do 
you think about housing, employment, education? Do you have views on public 
transport, the roads, the countryside? What about health and social services? 
sports and entertainment? shops and businesses? Could we be doing more for young 
people? and for the old? Is enough information being made available to help us all 
make up our minds about the important things? and about the little things too, that 
can mean so much? 

These are some of the aspects of village life that the Village Appraisal Committee 
has been working on. Following the agreement of the Parish Council last year, 4 
number of people responded to the call for ‘volunteers’ to work on the project. 
Information was gathered from contacts in the Parish, and from The Oxfordshire 
Rural Community Council who have helped many villages prepare for their own 
appraisals. 

In recent issues of The Deddington News there have been several articles on some 
activities that would be covered by the Appraisal. The stage has now been reached 
where a questionnaire (of reasonable length!) has been prepared, and the Council, 
has agreed that it should be presented as part of the Annual Parish Meeting on 

19 May. At this meeting the Appraisal Committee will make a brief report on the 
work to date, and covering the areas of interest that are included in the 
questionnaire. Comments will be invited, which the committee will consider in 
finalising the questionnaire. . 

The plan ig to try and get every household in the parish to fill in one of these 
questionnaires during the months of June and July, using a team of helpers to cover 
the whole area and to help people understand the idea behind the project. Their 
responses will be completely confidential as was the case with the National Census 
taken in 1990, 

During August and September the answers will be analysed by computer and a report 
prepared. This report will be presented first to the Parish Council, and then to a 
public meeting hopefully in October. The findings of the Appraisal will provide 
information that will form the basis for planning the future of Deddington, Clifton 
and Hempton ~ and life in general. 

The Village Appraisal is an ideal opportunity for everybody to express their 
thoughts on the direction for the future of the Parish, so please come along on 


19 MAY, 7.30pm, PARISH CHURCH, to hear how things are developing and let us have 
your comments. JIM FLUX, Chairman

Viola was born at Dunthrop Farm and attended school in Chipping Norton. After 
leaving school she worked on her mother's farm, her father having died when she was

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A 20th CENTURY PILGRIMAGE TO THE HOLY LAND by Bob Stevens 
PART II ~ MASADA, GOLAN HEIGHTS, TEL AVIV 


Intrigued by the vagaries of the country's climate and its landscape, our journey 
from Jerusalem to the Dead Sea was an eye opener. Leaving the city by coach, in 
less than an earpopping hour we descended 4000ft to visit Masada by the Dead Sea 
which lies 1296 feet below sea level, the lowest point on the land surface of the 
earth, with the temperature rising from just above freezing point to over 70°F en 
route, But in less time than that one travels to the ruins of old Jericho, through 
the deserted mountainous wilderness of Judaea, which is the oldest and lowest city 
site in the world standing in the midst of an oasis planted with orange and lemon 
groves, bananas and dates. Such a contrast from the pastoral scene of sheep and 
goats grazing the arid mountain pastures herded by the nomadic Bedouins who live in 
apologies for the traditional black skin tents; today these are patched with 
canvas, sacking and plastic, Usually a saddled-up camel is tethered nearby ready to 
give tourists rides. 

Going northwards the backcloth alters, We are in the Jordan valley irrigated and 
fertile with lush meadows being grazed by sleek, fat cattle in a patchwork of 
cereals, groves, orchards and market gardens. Further north still lies the Sea of 
Galilee, 700ft below sea level and fringed by mountains. 

However, everywhere arose another awareness - that of the country's present day 
problems first awakened in Jerusalem by the towing away of a bombed burnt-out taxi; 
news of a murdered Jew, our coach passing his funeral on the Mount of Olives, with 
armed soldiers strategically posted; tanks; a road block and a checkpoint. 
Everywhere and at all times military personnel carried their small arms to remind 
us we were in occupied territory. Another feeling of living within a beleaguered 
armed camp came as we gazed across No Man's Land between Israel and Jordan with its 
electrified wire fence alongside the ploughed and harrowed partrolway — shades of 
the Iron Curtain! Travelling towards Metulla, with the Lebanon three miles away 
over the mountains, our guide informed us that shelling had taken place the 
previous night, In the occupied west bank many a stockaded kibbutz along with 
dilapidated camps for dispossessed Arabs were passed, the latter bearing witness to 
man's inhumanity to man. 

On the Golan Heights, which produce the best apples and oranges, contour ploughing, 
terracing and orchard planting were in full swing around the razor-wire fenced 
kibbutzim. At a UN observation post we looked across the barbed wire fence and No 
Man's Land into Syria, chatted a while with a couple of United Nations soldiers 
from Canada and another from Austria. The woman Canadian observer said that they 
had volunteered for an eight month tour of duty and their camp was about a mile 
distant. All was quiet, but one could sense the state of battle readiness as we 
descended toward Galilee past military camps and memorials to the Israeli dead. 

On our final day we saw the sun rise over Lake Galilee before jJouneying to Ben 
Gurion airport at Tel Aviv. First we passed the Horns of Hattin, twin hills where 
in 1187 AD Saladin defeated the Crusaders. Then on to Haifa via its industrial 
suburbs and port area to climb past the Bahal Shrine for a panoramic view of the 
city. Again we halted on Mount Carmel to visit the Carmelite Monastery, where 
Napoleon's wounded sailors were nursed. Thence southwards along the new coastal 
road to the ruins of Caesarea, to stand in the ruined Crusader church built over 
the Roman government house, to watch the sun sink over the old harbour from whence 
St Paul embarked on his last journey, and to see it set in the Mediterranean. 

After a meal we proceeded to Tel Aviv via the old Arab port of Joppa where we 
caught a glimpse of the house where Peter lodged with the tanner. Thus ended our 
pilgrimage, but its memories live on and will remain with us for ever.

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THE MOTHERS' UNION at work overseas by Jean Welford 


When the Mothers’ Union was founded by Mary Sumner during the latter part of the 
19th century, it was a time of social change, of great wealth and abject poverty; 
women and children were particularly subject to exploitation, Great strides were 
being made in exploration and in missionary work. David Livingstone had returned 
to England to appeal for Christianity instead of guns to be taken into the heart of 
Africa and an end to the horrific Slave Trade. Mary Sumner herself visited Africa 
and deplored the condition of women "where the Christian religion did not prevail". 
She saw no reason why her vision of a great army of mothers united in prayer, 
purpose and service to each other could not embrace the whole world, 

Mary Sumner enlisted the help of influential women to take the Mothers' Union to 
the Colonies. Intrepid women who wanted to become missionaries were trained and 
sent to many different countries as Mothers’ Union workers, teaching hygiene and 
handcrafts, encouraging family home life to be firmly rooted in the Christian faith 
and helping to raise the status of women who were traditionally under privileged. 
An Overseas Fund was established to provide workers' salaries, transport, training 
and conference costs, desperately needed literature, all of which took a great load 
from the shoulders of the Bishops, particularily of developing countries. It also 
gives grants for nurseries and babies homes, office equipment, sewing machines, 
self help and outreach. Funds for these many projects are raised by the Branches 
throughout the land. 

Today when a Bishop asks for a MU worker, a suitable person (perhaps a teacher or a 
catechist) of that country is chosen and trained and she will in turn train women 
from all areas of her society. Although the Overseas Fund is very vulnerable in 
these difficult economic times, the Mothers’ Union has felt there was a need to 
increase its number of workers to 203, serving in 212 Dioceses in 32 countries - 
where homes and families would be very like the ones that Mary Sumner knew in 1876. 
The Overseas Department also manages the Relief Fund which is contributed to by MU 
members and distributed as soon as world crises arise, eg £3,000 recently to the 
Church of Pakistan for emergency help for those made homeless by floods and £5, 000 
to destitute Christian refugees displaced by Bor Dioceses in the Sudan.

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON ~ NORE THAN 150 YEARS AGO ky Buffy Heywood 

The Market used to be an important feature of Deddington, and one was held on 
Saturdays from the 16th century, until coming to an end in 1830. A cattle market 
was started in 1840 but only lasted until 1850. There were two annual Fairs as far 
back as 1393, but eventually just the "Pudding and Pie" Fair in November remained 
until it faded out within living memory, At one time sales of Welsh and Irish 
ponies took place. So around the Market Place we have the Bullring and Horsefaitr. 
The Tchure was @ narrow alleyway through which cattle could be driven into and from 
market. Deddington was well placed on the crossing of two main roads. The Oxford 
i — road was turnpiked in 1755 and the Chipping Norton to Buckingham road 

n 8, 
There has always been trading and light industry, including woolmongers, drapers 
and weavers - in the 17th century some trade was'carried out with tokens and there 
were then five Deddington tokens. In the 17th century there were tailors, mercers 
and glovers in the town. It made its own malt liquor and had its own brewery, but 
this was very small and produce was not sold outside the town. The paper mill on 
the River Swere in the north west of the Parish also started in the 17th century. 


THE MYSTERY by Fred Deely 

Tn 1950 or 1951 two gentlemen came to my house and asked me if they could put their 
buckets and trowels in my barn and I said that would be alright. They said they 
had just been looking round the “Castle Ruins" and had seen the end of a brown 
snake. It must have been an adder going into a hole in the ruins. They started 
working on the following Sunday and for several Sundays afterwards. There were two 
men and two ladies who all came from the Radcliffe Infirmary at Oxford, Seven or 
eight days later Percy Franklin, a builder who lived next door to the Kings Arms, 
asked me if I could pick up some material from Field Barn cottages and take it to 
Dennis his son who was working at two cottages at the end of the lane that goes to 
Clifton and he said he would get Arthur Clarke ta go with me. My daughter Cynthia 
and Margaret Spencer (daughter of Eric) were on holiday from school and said they 
would come, so we went to Field Barn cottages and picked up the material and went 
down the field called Garners Hill field. It was a grass field and here and there 
were bunches of high grass. 

It was all down hill and all at once I saw this brown snake come out of the bunch 
and make off for the hedge about 40 yds away. Then I did one of my silly tricks. 

I stopped the lorry and took off after the snake and caught up with it about a yard 
from the hedge. It must have been one of my lucky days because I jumped and landed 
with my feet just behind its head. I kept my foot on it and kept twisting my boot 
until I had smashed it completely. It was about 18 inches long, dark brown, two 
inches thick and had a prominent black "V" on its head, We all watched its death 
throes for a few minutes and then we went along to Den Franklin, and Arthur Clarke 
told him I had just killed an adder. Den said he had never seen one and wanted to 
have a look so we all went back but it had disappeared. The only thing we thought 
could have happened was that it slithered into the hedge in its last struggle 
because it was down hill. I think it was the same adder that was in the "ruins" 
because it was getting further away from the "Castle Ruins" and as the crow flies 
it would be just over a mile. I have looked around the "Ruins" many times and have 
never seen an adder since so it must have been the only one about this district.
